In th^ last number of "The Repository," I announced that Walter Breen's 
"Encyclopedia of United States Half Cents, 1793-1857" had been released, 
and encouraged my readers to purchase a copy. Noted Half Cent spec¬ 
ialist and long time collector Bill Weber has prepared a critical re¬ 
view of the work , and I present it below for your edification Bill 
has collected the series for more than thirty years and is recognized 
as an authority on the subject. A number of the coins illustrated in 
the book belong to Bill. 


WALTER BREEN'S ENCYCLOPEDIA OF UNITED STATES HALF CENTS, 1793-1857 
A REVIEW 

In reading the subject tlook and some of the reviews published to date, 
a little rhyme comes to mind which goes, "I've found the perfect woman; 
I ask for nothing more. She's deaf and dumb, and oversexed, and owns 
a liquor store." Which is just another way of saying, "to each his 
own." For those of you who have read and used the "Encyclopedia," and 
find that it fulfills your needs and expectations, I say, "great!" To 
those of you who may have the book and have not read it, or are con¬ 
sidering its acquisition, I offer the following evaluation. 

To begin with, it's big and colorful and a beautiful tribute to Walter. 
You're only past the first few pages of the book when you begin to de¬ 
velop a feel for the "Breen style" of writing. The picture of "The 
Master At Work," in his staged surroundings, and the full page portrait 
are clues of what's to follow. In the opening chapters Breen seems 
hard pressed to express little other than disdain for the efforts of 
numismatic authors in the U. S. for the past 125 years. A summary of 
his review of these early authors' efforts reads, "All these books 
were read, assimilated, and then put away in disappointment, their 
promise unfulfilled;" and further laments, "Yesteryear's guess work 
became yesterday's theory and today's 'facts,' and nobody noticed." 

With Breen's seeming in-depth familiarity of these early authors and 
their work, I'm disappointed that he couldn't have enumerated a few 
of their contributions and how they enhanced coin collecting over the 
years for thousands of collectors. 

To buy this book for no more than the excellence of Jack Collins's 
photography would assure you of having received full value for the 
dollars spent. It would not surprise me if many people bought their 
"Encyclopedia" for that reason. When you first open the book, the 
plating quality is so evident - and remains so throughout the book - 
you assume that the narrative would be of equal quality. If you have 
a few half cents and feel that the book will enhance your appeciation 
of them - and it should - or even if you have none but believe that 
having the book is appropriate since you have most of the other U. S. 
references, Breen's book will serve you adequately. Half cent collec¬ 
tors who go for varieties, die states, and want more in-depth enlight¬ 
enment about this fascinating copper will have their work cut out for 
themselves. If you expect to find the essential data that I believe 
you'll seek regarding attribution, rarity, condition census, availa¬ 
bility by grade, pricing, grading, quantity minted, number extant, 
die states, etc., to be presented in a clear, succinct, easy-to-fol- 
low manner, you may conclude that the "Encyclopedia" is not neces¬ 
sarily "user friendly." I'm not suggesting the information isn't in 
the book; I just found it difficult to locate due to the author's 
penchant for prolix. On page (13) Breen writes, "It is beyond the 
scope of this book to tell how all kinds of coins were made since 
antiquity. Instead, let us focus on how the Philadelphia Mint made 
copper coins, and specifically half cents." Breen's "focus" is a 
tad off, for he seldom mentions the half cent in the 13 pages of 
narrative and illustrations, and darned if he doesn't go back to 
ancient times and tell us about "the invention of coinage by the 
Lydians in the eighth (sic) century B.C." Please don't be misled by 
the foregoing into thinking that I have not derived considerable 
pleasure and some new information from the "Encyclopedia." It has 
much solid and worthwhile data which, unfortunately, is often diffi¬ 
cult to extract because of Breen's affinity for excessive verbiage 
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and some loose couplings in this thought chain, J^f^^^^iteral 
on mint operations - pages 15 and 1 7’* “Slimmed"Anoma- 

interpretation and should be included in the cha P^ff 
lies, Enigmas and Flights of Fancy.” Just how Jj n hi t ?£- d up- 

transfer their power to an unsecured capstan and to the rolle P 
stairs must cause the roller operator continual problems. Th r are 
other anomalies to be found in this chapter that I 11 leav_ for y 
to identify. 

When Breen writes, "we have fairly accurate knowledge of what vari¬ 
eties exist and how scarce each of them is at each grade leve, 
lilc- to b- shown. It seems to me that if you are going to write an 
"Encyclopedia," you would reference as many collectors of your sub- 
jeetas you could and thereby provide the broadest possible data bas_. 
Those very sensitive areas regarding rarity, condition census, 
states, availability in grade levels, etc. require seeing as much of 
what is known to exist as is reasonably possible. Numerous fringe 
benefits have the possibility of coming along, l.e., top 

records and unseen catalogs, plus the experience factor th- collector 
can contribute. I was surprised and dismayed to find a significant 
number of young, active half cent collectors I know, and know of, ab¬ 
sent from Breen's list of "Acknowledgements.” I'm surprised since 
Breen only had to look to page 131 of Roger S Cohen, Jr's, second 
edition of "American Half Cents; The 'Little Half Sisters, which 
was available in early 1982 while Breen was still working on his man¬ 
uscript. The absence of the input from the more than 34 potential 
information sources is regretable, especially in a work of "science, 
which Breen believes his work to be. The impact on the condition 
census is readily evident by the departure from the norm that Breen 
and Jon Hanson use in their listings. A condition census, as it has 
been used for over 35 years, represents the 6 finest examples of a 
given variety known to the author and his collaborators. It is a 
guide as to how rare a coin may be in its upper range of condition, 
however, what Breen and Hanson provide is a "condition inventory. 

This is not easy to accept until you read on page 64, under "Condi¬ 
tion Census:" "In many instances, the coins have not become available 
recently enough for photography, or verification of grade." From 
this statement I can only conclude that if you are unable to confirm 
"verification of grade," which Breen says they could not, then we 
have lost the science and must resort to seance. 


If you seek help in what price to pay, or charge, for your coppers, 
you will probably turn to page (33) and "Common Sense About The Bot¬ 
tom Lines." It begins, "One of the features almost any collector, 
and any dealer, will look for first in any reference book on any 
series of coins, is price levels, or something that can be readily 
translated into reliable price estimates. Reference books that ig¬ 
nore the subject altogether, or that give unrealistic estimates, have 
a way of being ignored... I cannot ignore the issue herein. What I 
can do, however, is attempt a scientific approach." The "scientific 
approach" remains undefined for the next 5 pages as Breen evidently 
forgot what he wrote back on page 3. (He then states) "At present, 
the only safe guide to values is auction records, provided that the 
coins were correctly described, graded, and attributed, and that they 
actually changed hands, which is not always a safe assumption!" Can 
you imagine how many years you'll be on that project even if you only 
use half of the "Master's" criteria for a "safe guide." I've found 
an~alternative that I believe offers practical help in this vexing 
area. In Roger Cohen's book (Second Edition), on pages viii and ix, 
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he provides a table that is much more timely, flexible and easy to 

use. 

When I heard that the "Photographic Grading Guide" was to be a fea¬ 
ture of this book, it pleased me very much. Given the excellence of 
Jack Collins's work throughout the book, it was a big disappointment 
to find some of the "key grades" omitted. These key condition grades, 
unfortunately, are those usually encountered by collectors and dealers 
in today's coin market. The E.F., A.U. and Unc's that are plated are 
rarely encountered, especially those issued prior to 1825. It would 
seem that Breen may be oriented to the "legendary collectors" and has 
lost touch with what today's marketplace is like. The most offensive 
example of seeing the "NONE AVAILABLE FOR PHOTOGRAPHY" designation is 
when it appears in place of the "FINE" space for both the Draped Busts 
Type of 1800-1808, and the Classic Heads, Type of 1809— 1836 . To sug¬ 
gest that this grade was not satisfactorily photographed among the 
thousands of half cents to which they had access is simply a well- 
known 8 letter word beginning with "B." I believe that reasonable 
substitutes to these missing "Fine" grades exist in the "Encyclopedia. 
For a "Fine" example of the Draped Busts, try using 1803, #2, State 
IV; or 1804, #2, State V; or '04, #3» plate coin; and '04, #6, State 
VI. For the Classic Heads you can probably use the 1809, #2, State 
II, while hoping for a coin freer of nicks and dings. 

The "ex cathedra" manner that Breen employs in presenting his material 
is sometimes irksome and fatiguing to me. Comparing the two half cent 
references - Cohen's and Breen's - might be likened to shopping for a 
cut of beef. Breen's book weighs out at over 5 pounds, and at $60.00 
would be $12.00 per pound. It has Jack Collins's outstanding photo¬ 
graphy which, by itself, probably justifies the price. The "Encyclo¬ 
pedia" also has a helluva lot of fat in its narrative. Judicious 
editing would significantly enhance its readability, mobility and 
utility. Cohen's book weighs about 2 pounds and costs $35.00, or 
about $17.50 per pound. Its plates don't equal Collins's, but are 
superior to many other references. Cohen's work is very lean, almost 
too much so, but it is easily the most comfortable to use in almost 
every practical situation. Breen has more historical data but I feel 
Cohen has a better awareness of what's going on today with half cents. 

If you could afford but one book right now, I'd get Cohen's second 
edition and save my money to buy Breen's as soon as I could. If you 
are into early U. S. copper, you'll want and - most importantly - 
enjoy them both.

When I recommended Walter's book in the last issue, I was doing so 
from the standpoint of a numismatic bibliophile who had read the work 
thoroughly and enjoyed it immensely. I am not now, nor have I been 
in the past, a collector of United States half cents. I found the 
reference to be readable, informative, entertaining and enjoyable, 
and stand behind my recommendation.

Excuse me for sending a circular type of letter, but I have received the 
enclosed letter. Ken Bressett had contacted Bill Smith, who suggested he write 
to me. 


I do not feel that we, as half cent collectors or dealers, or both, should 
let this opportunity pass. Accordingly, will you please send me any comments 
you may have by November 15th. 

My copy of the Red Book is the 1977 edition (no, I do not buy one each year 
to see how much my coins have gone up). Looking at it I have some comments which 
I will pass on. 

1) The mintage totals for some years I believe to be in error. The amounts 
shown in my copy of the Red Book are based on material which was first 
published by Walter Breen back in the 1950's. I am sure all of you are aware 
that I differ from Walter over a number of things. 

2) Many of the illustrations need replacing. Any plates which are an improve¬ 
ment over my book plates should help. 

3) When it comes to pricing, I note some rather glaring errors, such as a VE 
1802 (reverse of 1800). I know of no such coin higher than fine. Perhaps 
with the grade slide perpetrated by the ANA in their recently published 
grading standards, such coins exist, but only about 4 specimans would qualify 
thus I believe no price should be shown.

The 1800, 1804 #13, and the 1806 #4 are of such quantity that an uncircu¬ 
lated price should be shown. 

4) I believe the 1837 token and the 1811 Mickley restrike should be removed. 

5) The treatment of the "other half cent" coinage of 1831, 1836, 1840 - 49, 
and 1852 needs major revision as I get confused when I look at my current 
copy of the Red Book. 

6) The differences between the two small 5's and the "small" large 5 should 
be well illustrated. 

7) The different classifications used by the Red Book should not be disturbed 
except as I have noted in this letter However, I believe that the number of 
varieties for each classification should be shown if in excess of one, for 
examples 1804 could be done as follows: 

1804, crosslet 4, stems (5 var) 

1804, crosslet 4, no stems 
1804, plain 4, stems 
1804, plain 4, no stems 
1804, "spiked chin" (4 var) 

1797 could be done as follows: 

1797, lettered edge 
1797, plain edge (2 var) 

1797, 1 over 1 
1797, "gripped edge" 

The gripped edge should be added. 

8) The opening remarks on the subject have changed very little since the first 
edition in 1947. I do not think that the comments that "all half cents are 
scarce but they are not collected hence the coins are less expensive" is 
appropriate today. 

This is all for now and I would greatly appreciate anything you wish to 
send me.

Roger S. Cohen, Jr., 63, of Arlington, Virginia, died of leukemia on 
May 26, 1990. He held EAC number 188. 

Roger is widely known for his book, American Half Cents: The "Little 
Half Sisters" , which he first published in December 1971. A revised and updated 
version was published in January 1982 and a third edition for advanced collec¬ 
tors was in the planning stages. 

Roger relates the story of how he first began collecting half cents in 
the preface to the first edition of his book. A family friend gave him a handful 
of half cents, about 40 in number. He decided to collect a date set of the 
series , a task that took him about a year to complete. He then borrowed a 
copy of Gilbert's 1916 work on half cents and the world of varieties was opened 
to him. He started to collect half cents by variety, but sold most of his 
collection in 1953 to get the down payment for his first house. He held back 
a few coins from that sale and these formed the nucleus of the collection that 
was plated in his first edition. 

In the preface to the first edition he stated, "I doubt that I will live 
long enough to acquire an example of each die variety but the possibility exists. 1 
But he did, twice. From September 1972 until October 1973, he owned an example 
of each variety plated in his first edition. However, his first edition lists 
only two "B-Girls" for 1794. These are varieties with edge letters of a differ¬ 
ent size than normally found on 1794 half cent varieties C-l and C-2. In Octo¬ 
ber 1973, another 1794 B-Girl variety was discovered (really rediscovered). 
Subsequently, three more have been discovered or rediscovered, so that there 
are now six B-Girl varieties. Not too long ago, Roger was able to acquire 
the last two varieties (struck for circulation) he needed from friend and half 
cent rival, Bill Weber. Roger's collection is again complete until another 
variety is discovered or until his collection is sold. It will be the only 
complete collection until another 1794 C-6b is discovered or until his C-6b 
reenters the collector market. Completing the half cent series is an accomplish¬ 
ment of which Roger was justly proud. 

Roger missed this year's EAC Convention in Orlando, Florida. He had been 
planning to attend and when his doctor told him he was not well enough to travel, 
Roger was heartbroken. He knew he was in failing health and he wanted the oppor¬ 
tunity to say "Goodbye" to the many EAC friends he had made over the years, 
who he knew would be in attendance. His absence was not only a loss to him, 
but a loss to us as well--for this year Roger was selected as the recipient 
of the EAC Award. We were thus not able to honor him in person for his many 
and significant contributions to Early American Copper numismatics. I brought 
the award back to Virginia with me and presented it to him in his hospital 
room on May 15th. He was very surprised and appreciative for this honor. 

Roger is known in the club mostly for his work on half cents, but he had 
a diversity of interests and was as knowledgeable in each of these other areas 
as he was in half cents. He was a CPA by profession, a vocation for which 
he was well-suited, given his remarkable memory, keen mind, and sometimes- 
confrontational spirit. Roger and his siblings spent their summers at Point 
Lookout, A Civil War prisoner-of-war camp in southern Maryland. It was here

[Florida] - Beginning July 15 Numismatic Guaranty Corporation will no longer 
attnbure half cents by Breen numbers In their place NGC will utilize the 
numbering system devised by Roger S. Cohen, Jr in his book American Half 
Cents. The Little Half Sisters 

Though both Cohen and Walter Breen are deceased, their respective 
reference books on the half cent series remain in numismatic circulation When 
NGC began attributing half cent varieties several years ago, it appeared that 
Breen's numbering system was the more likely to be maintained and updated 
This changed with the subsequent publication of Ronald P Manley's reference 
titled The Half Cent Die State Book 1793-1857. The excellence of both the text 
and llustratons in this volume, which uses Cohen's numbers, has increased the 
utility of the Cohen system and increased its popularity among half cent 
collectors. 

Persons submitting half cents to NGC for both grading and variety 
attribution should add $5 to the regular grading t>er price For half cents already 
certified by NGC, a variety attribution may be added by submitting the coin In its 
holder under NGC’s Designation Review service. The fee for this service is S1Q. 
which includes the cost of reholdering NGC-certified half cents that presently 
include a Breen attribution may be converted to the equivalent Cohen number by 
submitting them under NGC’s Reholder service at $4 per coin
